Former Judgo Morgan J. O’Brien, ono |) 


of the great, corporation lawyers of the day, 
recently told the following rtory of J. J., 


Hill's offyrts to fnanco in London the 


Great Northern morgor : 

“T havo never soon the story in print,” 
snid Judge O'Brien, “and, as it is illustra, 
tive of Mr Hill's magnetic character and 
tho mancor in which ho hag found help for 
his enterprises, I think I will tell it. I 
would like to give it in the language of 
Mr Hill, but cannot. 

“Twent abroad two or three years ago ; 
and among my fellow passengers upon the 
steamer was the President of tho Northern 
Pacific. Ho told me the incident T am 
about to narrate to you, and appeared to 
dorive much satisfaction. ont of it, He 
said that he tried to finanee the Great 
Northern mergerin Wall Strect tho sum< 
mer before the Boer war and failed, Not 
to bo defeated, he sailed for.London parry- 
ing with him lotters to sevorul influential 
bankers. 

“Immediately after landing he com- 
municated with one of the bankors and was 
invited to medt him at dinner at his home, 
upon which occasion several gontlemen 
would be prescut. Mr Hil] was desired to 
bring fis maps and plang with him. 

“ After dinner the host requested Mr 
Hil’ to unfold his scheme, and then 
and there, transforming’the banquet board 


“The company listened intent, 

was late wh 
American railroad man tucked “his maps 
under hs arm and entered his hansom. 
He slept profoundly at the Carlton, and, 
contrary to his usual rule, lay late in bed 
noxt morning. Ho had just rung for his 
coffee, and was only partly dressed, when 
a servant knocked and informed Mr Hill 
that a gentleman was outsido in the cor- 
ridor who was in pressing need of speaking 
with him for n moment. as he was about 
to sail for South Afrien and had but brief 
time to spare, we 

“Mr Hill marvelled at the haste dis- 
playod. by his early visitor, but guve 
pormission for him to enter. A white 
haired, soldicrly looking man entered, 
apologised for the intrusion saying that ho 
to tuko steamer withit an hour for South 
Africs, He said that he desired beforo 
leaving to invest in Mr, Hill's American 
secmrities. He assured him that he had 
boen much iinpressed with Mr Hill's ox- 
position of the scheme at the dinner; the 
dinner the night before, and had brought 
with hia an order upon his banker for 
$250,000, alt the cash he had in the world, 
which he desired that Mr Hill should put 
into’ the merger bonds for him at the best 
possible figures, 

“Mr Hill was thunderstruck, He was 
flattered, but felt that he ought not to 
pennit this strangor to risk all hig money 
in a single enterpriso, and answered some- 
thing like this: * My good sir, T am flat- 
tered with your trust; I belive that Iam 
offering you a good investment; but I 
would not put all my eggs into one basket, 
if I were you. To be suro, I shall strive 


to mako this investment highly profitablo. 


But all your monoy !—I will take half of it 
with plensure and inyest it.’ 

“Tho Englishman immediately froze up. 
He answored Mr. Hill: ‘I came to you, 
sir, to invest some money ; not for advice, 
There is the order fér the money, Good 
day, sir,’ and he stalked out of the room, * 

“*And who do you suppose that man 
was?’ inquired Mr. Ifill of me. * That 
was Ficld-Marshal Lord Roberts, who had 
just returned Lome from Indin and: wag 
being sent off to command the British 
forces in he Boor War,’ 

“(Mv Hill adaed that it was a spurco of 
Great satisfaction to him that he was 
enubled through the aid of the English 
bankers tu financo tho Great Northern 
merger, and that he took especial satis- 
faction in returning to Lord Roberts five 
pounds for every one that he put into the 
enterprise, about $1,260,000, 

It anny bo sidded thet Tord. Roberts 
retired from the Indian command in 1803, 
and was not sevt. to South Africa until
